Eveiy day, six-year-old Enna 
Lohin goes to school, but un¬ 
like many kids she doesn’t 
leave her house. 

Lohin was born with spinal 
muscular atrophy, which af¬ 
fects her muscles, respiratory 
and immune system. 

While it’s almost impos¬ 
sible for Lohin to physically at¬ 
tend school, she’s just another 
student at McKee School, 
thanks to Skype and a special

eye gaze computer that can 
register her non-verbal re¬ 
sponses. 

According to Lohin’s mom, 
Lisa, the last three tech-aided 
years that her daughter has 
been able to participate in 
school have been challenging, 
but incredibly rewarding. 

“I notice she has this great 
confidence in her. She loves 
the interaction,” Lisa said. 
“The social interaction has 
been a huge thing for her.” 

Having her daughter inter¬ 
act with other students her 
age has been one of the most 
important parts, Lisa added. 

“I was always worried with 
how the kids were going to re¬ 
act with her. I was never wor¬ 
ried she was going to fail in 
her academics,” she said. 

McKee principal Andy Mac¬ 


Gregor said this is the first 
time the school has included 
a student in the classroom via 
Skype. 

“I’d never heard of any¬ 
thing like this (before),” said 
MacGregor. 

Thanks to the local organ¬ 
ization Get Ready for Inclu¬ 
sion Today (GRIT), MacGregor 
said the school was able to 
connect with Lohin from her 
own home, just two blocks 
away. 

“I pride myself that we are 
a community within a com¬ 
munity. Enna has moved up 
with her peers, so she has 
many of the same friends,” he 
said. “She’s part of this school 
just as much as any other stu¬ 
dent even though she’s not 
physically here eveiy day.” 

Lisa said she hopes Lohin’s 
story could help other chil¬ 
dren with disabihties access 
education. 

“In a way I think she is the 
key to opening up some doors 
for kids that haven’t had their 
education needs met,” she 
said.

Misleading numbers? 

MP Peter Goldring 
argues methodology 
inflates numbers

Homeward Trust is standing 
behind its annual homeless 
count, after Edmonton MP 
Peter Goldring called on the 
group to change its approach. 

Goldring said the method¬ 
ology leads to inflated home¬ 
less counts and called for chan¬ 
ges that would standardize the 


approach across the country. 

He said the current count, 
which was conducted last 
week, asks people if they have 
a permanent place to sleep, 
which he said is a leading ques¬ 
tion. 

“If somebody was to ask me 
that on the street in Ottawa 
1 would say no, because my 
home is in Edmonton,” he said. 

He also criticized the tim¬ 
ing of Edmonton’s count. He 
said doing the count in Octo¬ 
ber catches people who are 
just visiting the city and are 
not truly homeless. 

“1 have been out hrmting 
and so have many other people, 
sleeping in the back of trucks in 
that weather,” he said. 


Susan McGee, the GEO of 
Homeward Trust, said the bit¬ 
ter cold in Januaiy certainly 
forces more people inside, but 
many of them are housed only 
out of generosity or because 
they make desperate choices. 

“1 don’t think it speaks to 
an improved methodology 
when we ehminate part of the 
population, because they have 
performed sexual acts in order 
to have a place to stay,” McGee 
said. 

She said they make great 
strides to make sure they are 
not counting people twice dur¬ 
ing the homeless count. 

“We’re obvious as counters. 
We have ID. We have vests and 
people are asked if they have 


Homeless count 


The homeless count is 
performed every two years 
in Edmonton and in 2012 
counted 2,174 people who 
were homeless. That was a 
30 per cent drop from 2008.

A bridge in Paris suffered a 
partial collapse earlier this 
year under the weight of 
too many love locks. 


He said he’s inspired 
to help the couples whose 
love might be eternal, but 
whose locks are otherwise 
doomed. 

“It has a sense of perma¬ 
nence. They’re doing it be¬ 
cause they’re saying we’re 
going to be a couple in the 
long-term — well the lock is 
going to disappear and they 
just don’t know it.” 

City spokesperson Laura 
McNabb confirmed the city 
does regularly cut off the 
locks. 

“The locks represent a 
safety concern and their 
consistent removal ensures 
the safety and security of 
the people and watercraft 
using the river and walkway 
below,” she said. 

She said they also want to 
maintain the appearance of 
the bridge and if the practice 
went unchecked the railings 
wouldn’t be able to support 



the weight. 

Badke said he understands 
all those concerns, plus he 
worries about the keys tossed 
into the river. 

“If you are going to say 1 


love you forever, you throw 
away the keys, but brass is 
about two per cent lead.” 

Badke said the idea of 
the sculpture for love locks 
has been used in other cities 


around the world and he be¬ 
lieves it can work here, but 
he’s still working on getting 
the plan off the ground. 

“So far, 1 have to admit the 
committee is me,” he said.

The group’s executive 


director Mary Sturgeon said 
they’re hoping they’ll serve 
as great opportunities to get 
projects over the hump.

Open Piano and he was well

said. 

David Rauche, with Open 
Piano, said he solved that 
stumbling block with a dona¬ 
tion, but the grant program is 
a great idea. 

“That could have been use¬ 
ful for sure. 1 had to be a lot 
more creative in the absence 
of funding,” he said.

Local Italian 
shop expands, 
heads south

Longtime gathering 
place in Edmonton’s 
Little Italy plans 
expansion to Cowtown

It began more than a half- 
century ago with an Italian 
immigrant bringing news¬ 
papers and magazines from 
the home country to what 
was then the largest city in 
Alberta, and has since grown 
to become an institution in 
Edmonton’s food and cul¬ 
tural scene. 

The Italian Centre Shop 
now boasts three locations 
in the provincial capital, in¬ 
cluding its anchor store in 
the Little Italy district, and 
has plans to open its first 
store in Calgary in 2015. 

“Shopping at our store is 
not just like shopping at a 
grocety store; it’s a cultural 
experience,” said president 
Teresa Spinelli, whose father

Frank Spinelli started the 
business in the 1950s after a 
severe injury working in the 
silver mines of the era. 

Teresa said her father, “a 
very, very generous man,” 
had been importing news¬ 
papers from Italy for his 
fellow immigrants and saw 
an opportunity as the de¬ 
mand for products from back 
home continued to grow. 

“So my dad started to 
bring in espresso coffee,” Ter¬ 
esa said. “Then they wanted 
pasta. Then they wanted ol¬ 
ive oil. And today, we have 
over 24,000 items from Italy.” 

The Italian Centre is more 


than a grocery store, how¬ 
ever. 

“It’s a gathering place,” 
said Ratan Lawrence, execu¬ 
tive director of Edmonton’s 
Chinatown and Little Italy 
Business Association. “It 
gives you a good feel, with 
the music and the culture. 
And there’s a coffee shop 
right next door to it that’s 
always packed.” 

Teresa said making the 
shop a place for people to 
come and spend time was 
quite deliberate from the 
get-go. 

“My dad really tried to 
create a place like you find 
in Europe, where every town 
has a kind of mini square 
where everybody hangs out,” 
she said. “And, of course, it’s 
not just Italians any more.” 

Expanding to Calgaiy has 
been on Teresa’s to-do list, 
but finding the right location 
was challenging. 

“We were just looking 
and looking and looking,” 
she said, before finally com¬ 
ing across a suitable spot 
in Calgary’s Willow Park, 
which the company takes 
over in Januaiy.

that keeps this a unique area,” 
said Karen Tabor, executive 
director.

WestJetflight 
makes emergency 
landing 

A Westjet flight travelling 
from Edmonton to Toronto 
made an emergency land¬ 
ing in Thunder Bay, Ont., 
yesterday, after a report 
of possible smoke in the 
cabin. 

Airhne spokesman Rob¬ 
ert Palmer says the flight 
was carrying 95 passengers 
and six crew members and 
took off from Edmonton at 
7 a.m. local time. 

Palmer says about two 
and a half hours later, the 
captain reported possible 
smoke in the cabin and 
decided to divert the flight 
to Thunder Bay. 

He says an emergency 
was declared as a pre¬ 
caution to ensure a priority 
landing and to have emer¬ 
gency vehicles on scene to 
meet the plane. 

The Boeing 737 landed 
without incident and 
maintenance crews are 
currently examining the 
aircraft. 

Palmer says passengers 
were taken into the airport 
terminal and are expected 
to complete their journey 
on other Westjet flights 
heading to Toronto.

On Monday, Edmon¬ 
ton’s Cody Ross Larson was 


charged with second-degree 
murder and possession of a 
weapon. 

Larson had been taken 
into custody shortly after Mc¬ 
Neill’s body was found, but 
was later charged and sched¬ 
uled to appear in court Oct. 
20 . 

McNeil’s death represents 
the city’s 19th homicide.

Nomination 
deadline nears for new 
student trustee 


One Edmonton student will be pulling up a chair to sit 
alongside the city’s public school trustees next month as 
part of a new pilot project. 

Edmonton Public School Board received an update 
on the student trustee initiative at a meeting Tuesday, 
as the deadline for student nominations is set to close 
by the end of the week. 

Student trustees have already been established at 
different districts across the country including Van¬ 
couver Public, Toronto Public and in New Bruns¬ 
wick. 

According to Harry Ainlay principal David 
Jones, the project brings student perspectives to 
the board. 

“The board of trustees really wanted to have 
a student voice,” he said. 

“(To hear) what are some of the issues stu¬ 
dents see, especially high school students and 
what can they bring to the board for the en¬ 
riched discussion and input.” 

While the one-year pilot project will bring 
a student to the board table, it doesn’t allow 
for voting power. 

“We hope every school will have some¬ 
one nominated within the next week,” Jones 
said, noting his school has approximately 
ten students that are seeking nomination. 

Along with the one-year pilot project, a 
district-wide leadership-governance course 
will be planned for high school students. 

Nomination deadline is Oct. 24, with 
Election Day planned for Nov. 20. 

Assistant superintendent Ron McNeil 
said the board approved an implementa¬ 
tion plan in June. 

“If all goes according to plan, we plan to 
introduce the new student trustee at the 
Nov. 25 board meeting,” said McNeil.

Waste of time? Do 

people use Wikipedia 
to form opinions about 
a candidate?

More than 20 edits, includ¬ 
ing some from a provincial 
government employee, have 
been made to the Wikipedia 
biography of Alberta’s new 
education minister and Cal- 
gaiy-Elbow byelection candi¬ 
date Gordon Dirks. 

Over the past week, these 
back and forth edits have fix¬ 
ated on a single sentence con¬ 
cerning his “religious views.” 


The Wiki wrangling has 
prompted a debate on what 
is necessary information in a 
political biography and what 
is an appropriate role for gov¬ 
ernment employees to play in 
protecting the reputation of 
elected representatives. 

After numerous initial 
changes, the biography re¬ 
mained unchanged until last 
Wednesday when Kathleen 
Range, the minister’s press 
secretary, removed the sen¬ 
tence outright and added 
in his experience serving as 
a trustee with the Galgaiy 
Board of Education. 

One portion of the addi¬ 
tion read, “Dirks ran on a 
platform to streamline ad¬ 
ministrative costs, provide 
more support for teachers 
and ensure reasonable local-

school fees.” 

But four hours later, Sun- 
foxl added back in the para¬ 
graph on Dirks’ beliefs and 
added a reference. 

The following day. Range 
removed it an then Sunfoxl 
re-added it for a second time 
claiming Dirks was still listed 
as the executive pastor on the 
church’s website. 

In an interview Tuesday, 
Range defended her actions. 

“I don’t think a Wikipedia 
post is anything that some¬ 


body is agreeing with — it’s 
fact,” she said. 

“So, my job is to ensure the 
facts are there about the min¬ 
ister of the crovm... it’s part of 
my job to make sure the min¬ 
ister has relevant experience 
in his biography, which his 
previous Wikipedia page did 
not have,” Range explained. 

But Duane Bratt, a political 
scientist with Mount Royal 
University, said he believes 
the press secretaiy could 
have better spent her time 
elsewhere, adding there are 
plenty of places online where 
people are “slandering” the 
new minister. 

“She’s wasting her time,” 
he said. “I’m just not sure how 
many voters are making up 
their minds about a candidate 
by viewing a Wikipedia page.”

Hearings investigate 
why two MPs were 
delayed by a German 
motorcade on 
Parliament Hill 


RCMP Commissioner Bob Panl- 
son came to a Commons com¬ 
mittee armed with police video 
footage from three different se¬ 
curity cameras and giant time- 
stamped photos mounted on 
display boards. 

He took MPs second-by- 
second through two incidents 
on Parliament HiU last month. 
By his side at Tuesday’s hour- 
long hearing were two other 
top Mounties, the head of the 
Ottawa Pohce Service and head 
of House of Commons security. 

The issue? 

NDP MP Yvon Godin and 
the House Speaker Andrew 


Scheer had been momentarily 
detained from getting to the 
Commons as German President 
Joachim Gauck’s motorcade 
went on and off the Hill. 

As deputy NDP Leader David 


Christopherson put it, this is 
“serious stuff.” 

MPs say their ability to 
move freely is a question of par- 
hamentary privilege, ranking 
with their right to call for wit¬ 


nesses and documents and to 
say what they want in the Com¬ 
mons. There’s also the dark 
symbolism of police blocking 
the movement of MPs. 

So when Godin was pre¬ 


vented for a little over a minute 
from crossing a road to get to 
a Commons vote and Scheer’s 
driver was delayed by two min¬ 
utes the following day, aU par¬ 
ties agreed the matter looked 
like a breach of privilege and 
needed to be studied. 

What ensued was three days 
of hearings at the procedure 
and House affairs committee, 
including Paulson’s testimony. 
MPs were able to watch video 
footage of Godin and others 
being delayed on a sidewalk as 
the motorcade passed by. There 
was also footage of Scheer’s car 
idling at an RCMP checkpoint. 

“This could easily be seen by 
member of the public as, ‘Well, 
here we go, a bunch of MPs, 
they think they’re so import¬ 
ant...,’ said Christopherson. 

“There’s nothing etched in 
stone in the universe that says 
that Canada remains a democ¬ 
racy forever.... We’re here to re¬ 
main on guard for democracy.”

War memorials in Belgium. 

Johnston said both he and 
his wife have family ties to the 
First World War. 

“My wife’s grandfather was 
a Scottish engineer,” he said. 


“He was gassed in the trench¬ 
es, came back home, was put 
back into battle, gassed again, 
came home and died a horrible 
death.” 

His wife’s grandmother 
subsequently immigrated to 
Canada with her young daugh¬ 
ter after her only son died in 
the great influenza pandemic 
of 1919. Sharon Johnston has 
just finished a novel — War 
Casualties, to be published in 
April — based on her grand¬ 
mother’s life. 

The Governor General 


himself had an uncle who dis¬ 
appeared on a wartime bomb¬ 
ing mission. 

“His body was never found, 
so when I’m at the Tomb of the 
Unknovm Soldiers in Ypres, 
I will think of my uncle and 
his loss. But those stories, of 
course, could be told by many 
Canadians.” 

Although much of the Euro¬ 
pean visit will involve a tight 
schedule of solemn commem¬ 
orations, there will also be 
discussions of trade and educa¬ 
tional exchanges.

Autopsies must be 
conducted before 
deaths can be deemed 
homicides: Officer 


Police say the discoveiy of as 
many as four dead infants in a 
storage locker is tragic, but it 
was not yet clear Tuesday if the 
deaths were homicides. 

Const. Eric Hofley said 
concerned employees at the 
storage locker company in 
northwest Winnipeg called po- 
hce Monday afternoon. Once 
inside, he said, officers found 
what appeared to be the re¬ 
mains of the babies. 

It’s not clear how the in¬ 
fants died, how old they were 
or even if they were full term, 
Hofley told a news conference. 
But the victims appeared to be 
“veiy, veiy young” and could 
be newborns. 

Autopsies were being con¬ 
ducted. The discoveiy is being 


investigated by the child abuse 
unit and the homicide detec¬ 
tives are being kept apprised of 
the investigation, Hofley said. 

Pohce were talking to a few 
people, but the remains don’t 
appear to be finked to any in¬ 
fants that have been reported 
missing, he added. 


“It’s suspicious. Until aut¬ 
opsies have been completed, 
whether it is found that some¬ 
one has deliberately caused 
the death of one or all of these 
infants, that remains to be 
seen. It’s just too early in the 
investigation to say exactly 
what’s transpired here.” 


Razmin Mansoub, president 
of U-Haul Company of Central 
Canada, said the remains were 
found by employees. 

“U-Haul team members 
made a disturbing discoveiy 
when taking inventoiy of a 
delinquent storage locker on 
Monday,” Mansoub said in 


an emailed statement. “They 
immediately contacted law 
enforcement, who believed 
the locker contained human 
remains.” 

Police are remaining tight- 
lipped for now because they 
don’t want to do anything to 
jeopardize an investigation 


Muzzled scientists 


Foreign sdentists 
sign open letter 
decrying Harper 

More than 800 scientists 
from around the world 
have signed an open 
letter to Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper decry¬ 
ing what they call a 
rapid decline in funding 
and freedoms faced by 
Canadian government 
scientists. 

“Earth to Canada: 
Science Needs You,” says 
the headline over the 
letter that was published 
as an ad in the Ottawa 
Citizen newspaper. They 
say complex environ¬ 
mental and public 
health problems require 
the full participation of 
scientists from all over 
the world, but Canadian 
scientists are missing 
in action due to budget 
cuts and constraints on 
their freedom to travel, 
communicate and col¬ 
laborate. 

The federal informa¬ 
tion commissioner is 
currently investigating 
the way government 
communication rules are 
limiting public access to 
publicly funded scien¬ 
tific information.

New Quebec-only

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Former Olympic hero Pistoiius 
gets 5 years for killing girlfriend

Oscar Pistorius was taken away 
in a police van with barred 
windows Tuesday to start serv¬ 
ing a five-year prison sentence 
for killing girlfriend Reeva 
Steenkamp. 

Delivering her sentence in 
the North Gauteng High Court 
in Pretoria, Judge Thokozile 
Masipa cited the “gross negli¬ 
gence” shown by the double¬ 
amputee Olympic runner when 
he shot Steenkamp multiple 
times through a toilet cubicle 
door in his home. 

Pistorius, who cried and 
retched during his murder trial, 
was imemotional as he stood to 



hear his sentence. 

The world-famous run¬ 
ner later arrived at the nearby 
Kgosi Mampuru II prison in 
the South i^can capital. That 
facility has had problems with 
violence and overcrowding and 
is where — during the years of 
apartheid—death row inmates 
were executed before capital 
punishment was outlawed with 
the advent of democracy. 

Despite the prison’s re-

ported problems, authorities 
said Pistorius would be held 
away from the general prison 
population because of his dis¬ 
ability and high profile — pos¬ 
sibly in a hospital wing or a 
high-security section. 

Pistorius could be released 
after 10 months to serve the re¬ 
mainder rmder house arrest, ac¬ 
cording to legal experts. Masipa 
last month convicted Pistorius 
of culpable homicide, or negfi- 
gent killing, but acquitted him 
of murder after he testified he 
mistook Steenkamp for an in¬ 
truder.

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Ebola vaccine trials 
may begin by January 
in West Africa: WHO 


Tens of thousands of doses of 
experimental Ebola vaccines 
could be available for “real- 
world” testing in West AMca as 
soon as Januaiy as long as they 
are deemed sie, a top World 
Health Organization (WHO) of¬ 
ficial said Tuesday. 

Dr. Marie Paule Kieny, an 
assistant dbector general for 
WHO, said chnical trials that 
are either underway or planned 
in Europe, Africa and the U.S. 
should produce prehminaiy 
safety data on two vaccines by 
December. 

If the vaccines are declared 
safe, she said they will be used 
in trials in West Africa begin¬ 
ning in Januaiy to test their 


effectiveness among tens of 
thousands of people. 

“Em not suggesting at this 
moment that there would be 
mass vaccination campaigns 
at population levels starting 
in 2015,” she said, adding that 
none of the volunteers who 
take part in the trials could ac¬ 
cidentally contract Ebola from 
the testing. The next stage is to 
test it more broadly, including 
among those directly handling 
Ebola cases in West Africa. 

The Ebola outbreak in West 
Africa has already killed more 
than 4,500 people, mostly in Li¬ 
beria, Guinea and Sierra Leone, 
since it emerged 10 months

Ben Bradlee 


Ex-Washington 
Post editor 
Bradlee dead at 93 

The hard-charging editor 
who guided The Wash¬ 
ington Post through its 
coverage of the Watergate 
scandal, Ben Bradlee, has 
died. He was 93. 

As managing editor 
first and later as executive 
editor, Bradlee helped trans¬ 
form the Post from a sleepy 
hometown paper into a 
great national one. He 
brought in a cast of talented 
journalists and set editorial 
standards that brought the 
paper new respect. 

He was famous for 
helping Bob Woodward and 
Carl Bernstein’s Puhtzer 
Prizewinning coverage of 
the Watergate scandal. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama said in a statement 
that Bradlee set a standard 
for honest, objective, 
meticulous reporting in his 
profession. 

The Washington Post 
reports that Bradlee died 
at his home on Tuesday of 
natural causes.

Drones 
grounded 
waiting for 
fed approval 


Failure to launch. 

The government issues 
guidelines as some 
certificate-seekers have 
to wait several months 
for approval to use 
unmanned aircraft 


The federal government has 
launched a public campaign 
to help an increasing num¬ 
ber of Canadians fly drones 
safely, though documents 
show many would-be pilots 
are facing lengthy delays in 
getting permission to send 
the popular unmanned air¬ 
craft buzzing skyward. 

Transport Minister Lisa 
Raitt kicked off the cam¬ 
paign Tuesday in Toronto, 
reminding operators of legal 
restrictions on drone use. 


such as keeping at least eight 
kilometres away from air¬ 
ports and not hovering above 
90 metres. 

The safety push — featur¬ 
ing a website guide and forth¬ 
coming online ad and social 
media blitz — also highlights 
that commercial operators 
and those flying aircraft with 
a takeoff weight of more 
than 35 kilograms need a 
special certificate from Trans¬ 
port Canada before they get 
their rotors spinning. If they 
launch without one, they can 
be fined up to $25,000. 

However, many certifi¬ 
cate-seekers can’t get their 
devices even an inch off the 
ground as they’re at times 
forced to wait several months 
for approval and mail the 
regulator a thick bundle of 
supporting material, internal 
documents reveal.

Bond’s awesome auto has 
inspired many other souped- 
up spy-mobiles, including 
the Pontiac GTO from xXx. 
Xander Gage’s (Vin Diesel) car 
came with stinger missiles, 
parachutes, a flame-thrower 
and exploding hubcaps. 


007 and xXx have sweet 
rides, but the Our Man Flint 
spy parody had the wildest 
stuff. Derek Fhnt’s (James 
Gobum) watch not only told 
time but doubled as a micro¬ 
scope and his hghter had “82 
different functions,” he said, 
“83 if you want to light a cigar.”

In the new film Kingsman:

“The Kingsmen agents,” he 
says, “are the new knights.” 
He recruits a rookie (Taron Eg- 
erton) into the agency’s train¬ 
ing program — “the most 
dangerous job interview in 
the world” — just as twisted 
madman Valentine (Samuel 
L. Jackson), launches a plan 
to bring down the Kingsmen 
and cause world chaos. 

Echoes of James Bond 
hang heavy over the stoiy. 
There are suave spies, a 
warped villain in the vein of 
Dr. Julius No or Ernst Blofeld, 
an evil henchman, or in this 
case henchlady, named Gaz¬ 
elle (Sofia Boutella) who has 
knives where other people 
have feet. Above all, it has 
gadgets. Firth and his fellow

Beau Bridges can 
currently be seen 
on TV as a closeted 
gay academic in drama 
Masters of Sex and a dooflis 
dad in sitcom The Millers. 

So which role does he find 
more difficult? 

“I think making people 
laugh is probably one of the 
most difficult things to pull 
off. Comedy is tough. 1 think 
it’s even harder than drama,” 
he said in a summer interview. 
The Millers returns for a 
second season Thursday 
on CTV. Bridges plays 
Tom, the bumbling 
father of local 
news repor¬ 
ter Nathan 
Miller (Will 
Arnett). 

When 
Nathan 
announces 
he’s getting divorced, Tom and 
his wife Carol (Margo Martin- 
dale) decide to spht up, too. 

The light half-hour comedy 
from showrunner Greg Garcia 
(My Name is Earl) sees Carol 
move in with her son and 
Tom impose himself on their 
daughter Debbie (Jayma Mays) 
and her family. While the kids 
try to cope with their infuri¬ 
ating par¬ 


ents, Tom and Carol venture 
into the dating world after 43 
years of marriage. 

He said he found The Mil¬ 
lers challenging at first be¬ 
cause he didn’t have much 
experience filming a multi¬ 
camera sitcom in front of a stu¬ 
dio audience. But he quickly 
embraced the five experience. 

“The great thing about 
it is you get the immediate 
comeback to see how you’re 
doing,” he said. “What’s dif¬ 
ficult is putting on a new 
play every week and always 
changing things up all the 
time. You rehearse it for 
the writers eveiy day, they 
come in with new stuff the 
next day, then even when 
we’re performing it, if a joke 
doesn’t work, they’ll write 
another one and slip it to you 
right there on the spot. 

“That made me real nerv¬ 
ous in the begiiming, but 
1 found out quickly that 
the audience enjoys it 
more when you’re 
making a mis¬ 
take. They laugh 
and that 


helps me kind of relax and say, 
‘Oh, OK, 1 get it. So 1 don’t have 
to worry about that.’” 

In Showtime’s Masters of 
Sex, about pioneering sexual¬ 
ity researchers Wilham Mas¬ 
ters and Virginia Johnson, 
Bridges plays Provost Barton 
Scully, who is gay but has been 
in a decades-long marriage to 
Margaret (Allison Janney). 

“Allison Janney, who plays 
my wife in Masters of Sex, 
she and Margo Martindale are 
friends. They know each other. 
So you know they’re probably 
talking about me all the time 
behind my back,” he said. 
“But Allison is great as well. 
Our scenes are veiy dramatic, 
very different from what 1 
have with Margo, which is all 
hysterically funny.” 

When it comes to switch¬ 
ing back and forth between a 
comedy and a drama. Bridges 
said he relies on the script. 

“I’ve always felt that the 
most important element in 
any show is the script itself 
Like Shakespeare said a long 
time ago, the play’s the thing. 
1 think that’s still true. And in 
those instances. The Millers 
and Masters of Sex, they’re, 
1 think, beautifully written, 
both of them, for what they 
are,” he said.

Has China found its own 
Gangnam Style? From Bei¬ 
jing parks to Shanghai sky¬ 
scrapers and in Guangzhou 
factories to karaoke rooms in 
Macau, people are singing Lit¬ 
tle Apple — a song apparent¬ 
ly so catchy it has even won 
over the army and police. 

Calling themselves the 
Chopsticks Brothers, Xiao 
Yang and Wang Taili are nei¬ 
ther brothers nor composers, 
but are responsible for a hit 
that has become a nation¬ 
wide phenomenon. 

Xiao Pingguo (Little Apple) 
was originally intended to pro¬ 
mote their latest film when it 
was released in July, but has 
proven to be an earworm — 
the kind of song so insistent it 
gets stuck in the brain. 

“This song is easy to fol¬ 
low, the pace is basic and re¬ 
petitive. Even the old ladies 
in public gardens are learn¬ 
ing it quickly,” said Zeng Qiu- 
mei, a marketing manager 
from Sichuan province. 

The accompanying music 
video has notched up more 
than 50 million views on Chi¬ 
nese video sites such as Sohu, 
iQiyi and Youku. 

The surreal six-minute clip 
begins with a botched plastic 
surgeiy operation before cut-

ting to Xiao and Wang naked 
in the Garden of Eden. 

They then appear in a 
number of sequences, includ¬ 
ing dressed as mermaids on 
a beach or acting as village 
children. 

The lyrics are largely non¬ 
sense, with the chorus run¬ 
ning, “You’re my little apple, 
you’re my little apple.” 

Even so, and perhaps 
aided by relaxed attitudes 
towards intellectual property 
in China, the tune has be¬ 
come ubiquitous — playing 
on smartphone ringtones and 
in shopping malls, nightclubs 
and gyms. 

The People’s Liberation 
Army in the city of Xian has 
used the song in a recruit¬ 
ment video, while police in 


Shandong last month modi¬ 
fied the lyrics for a broadcast 
warning about phone-bank¬ 
ing scams. 

And a clip showing sol¬ 
diers dancing to Xiao Pingguo 
with child survivors of an Au¬ 
gust earthquake that killed 
600 people in the southwest 
became an online sensation. 

There are countless other 
amateur videos of groups of 
people dancing to the song, 
including flight attendants, 
cheerleaders, firefighters and 
students. 

One parody brings togeth¬ 
er North Korean leader Kim 
Jong-Un, Barack Obama, Vlad¬ 
imir Putin, Japanese Prime 
Minister Shinzo Abe and Sec¬ 
retary General of the UN Ban 
Ki-moon, afp

Salmagundi West, 
Vancouver 

Histoiy: A cluttered, quaint an¬ 
tique shop, this flatiron building 
dates back to the 19th Century. 

A local medium has reportedly 
seen a spirit — presumed to be 
the ghost of a former owner’s 
husband — walking through the 
store after-hours. 

Eyewitness account: “The 
owner Anne has told me of 
strange cold spots in the store 
— even on hot days,” said Will 
Woods of Forbidden Vancouver 
Tours. “I’ve experienced this 
once myself..” 


St. Boniface 
Museum, Winnipeg 

Histoiy: The first hospital 
to open in Western Canada 
during the mid-1800s, this 
museum has experienced such 
paranormal sightings as phan¬ 
tom nuns, priests and patients 
parading its hallways. 

Eyewitness account: “We’ve 
had objects move; I’ve had 
people faint,” said Kristen 
Verin-Treusch of Muddy Wat¬ 
ers Tours. “We’ve smelled cer¬ 
tain things and I’ve gotten to 
know the ghosts well enough 
that 1 can connect which smell 
goes with which ghost now.”

Princess Theatre, 
Edmonton 

Histoiy: Constructed in 1915, this 
three-storey movie house accom¬ 
modates the apparition of a jilted 
bride, who hovers above the pro¬ 
jection room. It’s said the sound of 
her unborn baby cries loud enough 
to disrupt movies. 


Eyewitness account: “The Princess 
Theatre never shied away from the 
fact that they have a ghost,” admit¬ 
ted Nadine Bailey of Edmonton 
Ghost Tours. “1 get two or three 
emails a month from people that 
work there telling me their own 
personal stories.”

Eyewitness account: “People 
have reported that they’ve 
woken up in the middle of the 
night to somebody standing at 
the foot of their bed reading 
what appears to be a Bible,” said 
Stephanie Robinson of Ottawa 
Haunted Walk. “The man often 
matches the description of Pat¬ 
rick Whelan.”

During the fall entertaining 
season, if you have a small¬ 
er family, you may want a 
smaller amount of protein 
to serve to your guests. 

This meat pie offers up 
that option while including 
everyone’s favourite Greek 
influences in the flavours. 
It is also a great weeknight 
dinner choice for your 
family. 

Most traditional meat 
pies have a pastry crust 
but this version has a 
light, crisp phyllo crust 
that is uniquely shaped by 


scrunching up the phyllo to 
put it on top of the pie. Its 
delicate texture enhances 
the tasty meat filling. 

You can do this for fruit 
pies as well, as long as the 
filling is cooked inside. 

If you want to make this 
dinner pie ahead of time, 
simply make the filling and 
place it in the pie plate. 

When you are ready to 
finish it off, take it out of 
the refrigerator and top it 
with the phyllo to bake. 

You can also try making 
mini versions of this dish 
in small ramekins and cut 
the phyllo sheets in half to 
top them. 

This creamy and deli¬ 
cious dinner pie will sur¬ 
prise everyone at the table. 

1 . In a large nonstick skil¬ 
let heat the extra virgin oil 
over medium high heat Add 
fennel, green onions, garlic 
and fennel seeds, season 
with salt and pepper then 
cook for about 5 minutes 
or until they are softened. 

2. Add the ground turkey. 


Ingredients 


• 2 tbsp (30 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

• Half fennel bulb, chopped 

• 6 green onions, chopped 

• 4 cloves garlic, nninced 

• 1 tsp (5 ml) fennel seeds, crushed 

• i/4 tsp (i ml) each salt and 
pepper 

• 1 lb (454 g) lean ground turkey, 
chicken or veal 

• 4 cups (i 1) baby spinach, chopped 


chicken or veal and cook, 
breaking up meat for about 
8 minutes or until no longer 
pink. Add the baby spinach 
and cook for 3 minutes or 
until it is wilted. 

3. Add the whipping cream 
and bring to a boil, simmer 
stirring occasionally for 
about 5 minutes or until 
most of the cream is ab¬ 
sorbed. Stir in the seasoned 
bread crumbs until the 
mixture is well combined. 
Scrape everything into a 
10-inch (25 cm) pie plate. 
Sprinkle with the crumbled

feta cheese. 

4. Lay 1 sheet of phyllo out 
on a work surface and brush 
it with butter. Gently crum¬ 
ple it up and place on top of 
pie, starting at one edge. Re¬ 
peat with remaining phyllo 
sheets to cover the top of 
the pie. 

5. Bake the Fennel Scrunch 
Meat Pie in a 425 F oven for 
about 12 minutes or until 
phyllo is golden brown and 
filling is bubbly. Serve it with 
a Greek salad to complete 
this Greek-inspired dish. 



Mustard elevates tomato-onion pie 



This Dijon Tomato and Sweet Onion Pie recipe serves six. matthew mead/ the associated press 


1. Heat the oven to 350 F. Bake 
the pie shell until lightly gold¬ 
en, about 15 minutes. Remove 
from the oven and set aside to 
cool. Leave the oven on. 

2. While pie shell bakes, thinly 
slice onion and tomatoes. Ar¬ 
range tomato slices on paper 
towels to absorb moisture. 


Ingredients 


• 9-inch raw pie shell, fitted in pan 

• 1 small sweet onion 

• 3 to 4 small heirloom tomatoes 

• 11/4 cups each grated sharp 
Cheddar and Gruyere cheese 

• 2/3 cup mayonnaise 

• 1 tbsp each whole-grain Dijon 
and smooth Dijon mustard 

• Ground black pepper 

• 1 small bunch fresh basil (about 
10 leaves), thinly sliced 


3. In a medium bowl, mix 
together both cheeses, the 
mayoimaise, both mustards 
and a generous pinch of pep¬ 
per. The mixture should be 
thick, but spread easily. 

4. Spread thin layer of cheese 


mix over bottom of pie shell. 
Top mix with half of onion 
slices, then half of tomato 
slices, followed by remaining 
onions, then remaining to¬ 
matoes. Spread the rest of the 
cheese mixture over the toma¬ 
toes. Bake until browned and 


bubbly, 40 to 45 minutes. 

5. Remove pie from the oven 
and let rest for 10 minutes. Gut 
into slices, then top each serv¬ 
ing with some of the basil, the

1-2 pimch up the middle. But 
we’re not there yet, are we? 


And expectations on Drais¬ 
aitl have to be tempered. The 
player he is often compared 
to, LA’s Anze Kopitar, didn’t 
enter the NHL until he was 
20. Kopitar’s Kings weren’t 
veiy good, but they did feature 
veterans such as Rob Blake and 
Derek Armstrong, plus youth¬ 
ful standouts Mike Cammal- 
leri and Dustin Brown — all 
character guys in the room. 

Draisaiti’s Oilers aren’t veiy 
good, but at least Edmonton 
and coach Dallas Eakins aren’t 
throwing him into the deep 


end right away. The German 
pivot is averaging about 13 
minutes per game and his 
offensive zone starts come in 
around 77 per cent — only 
fellow youngster Nail Yakupov 
is more sheltered amongst 
regulars. 

This is not a bad thing. 
Draisaitl doesn’t need to win 
the Galder and he doesn’t 
need to put this team on his 
back just yet. Nugent-Hopkins, 
Taylor Hall and Jordan Eberle 
can do that, even if it is a httie 
unfair that they’ve been tasked 


with such a feat at their young 
ages as well. If anything, it has 
been good to see veterans such 
as David Perron, Benoit Pouhot 
and Teddy Purcell added 
recently in order to fix that 
injustice, if only shghtiy. 

Have the Oilers been guilty 
of putting young players in bad 
spots lately?

Although Kia initially entered 
the Canadian market by fo¬ 
cusing almost exclusively on 
price, it now has added per¬ 
formance and styling to the 
list, even on its compact Forte 
models. 

Redesigned in 2014, 
the Fortes hatchback now 
includes a turbocharged 
1.6-litre four-cylinder en¬ 


gine in its top SX trim line, 
the model 1 tested. The base 
engine is a 2.0-litre four- 
cylinder that makes 173 
horsepower, while the turbo 
model spins out 201 horses. 

You can get both engines 
with a six-speed manual 
transmission, but mine was a 
six-speed automatic. 

Pricing for the 2015 mod¬ 
els starts at $19,495 for the 
LX+, while the SX starts at 
$24,195 and rises to $28,795 
for the fully loaded package. 

The Forte5 has morphed 
from a relatively plain car 
into a sharp-looking model, 
with its tiger-shark grille, 
fiared wheel arches and up- 
swept body lines. 

Inside, the redesigned in¬ 
terior features an upgraded 
instrument cluster, a new 



steering wheel, and numer¬ 
ous cubbies for small-item 
storage, including a covered 
bin where you can plug in 
and hide your electronics. 

Heated front seats are 


standard on all models, and 
the SX Luxury adds heated 
rear seats and a driver’s seat 
that’s also cooled. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the front-seat passen¬ 
ger doesn’t get one as well. 


The rear seats fold fiat for 
extra cargo space, and there 
are more hidden storage bins 
under the cargo floor. 

The turbo Forte5 is fast 
and fun to pilot, but it feels 
more like a daily driver that’s 
quick on its feet, rather than 
a harsh sports model that 
could get tiring after a while. 

The suspension is sport- 
tuned but still comfortable, 
although I’d like to get a little 
more steering feel from the 
wheel. 

It runs on regular-grade 
gasoline, and 1 averaged 8.7 
L/lOO km in my week with it. 

Not eveiyone will need the 
turbo’s power, so the 2.0-litre 
should be enough for many 
drivers, and at a lower price. 
Be sure to test drive both if 
the Forte5 is on your list.

The first mention of James 
Bond driving any kind of car 
occurs in chapter five of Ca¬ 
sino Royale, the first of Ian 
Fleming’s 14 Bond novels. 

“Bond’s car was his only 
personal hobby. One of the 
last of the 4-1/2-litre Bentleys 
with the supercharger by Am¬ 
herst Villiers, he had bought 
it almost new in 1933 and 
had kept it in careful storage 
through the war. It was still 
serviced every year and, in 
London, a former Bentley 
mechanic, who worked in a 
garage near Bond’s Chelsea 
flat, tended it with jealous 
care. Bond drove it well 


and with an almost sensual 
pleasure. It was a battleship- 
grey convertible coupe, which 
really did convert, and was 
capable of touring at ninety, 
with thirty miles an hour in 
reserve.” 

“Ninety, with 30 miles 
an hour in reserve” is such a 
swell way to say the car tops 
out at 120 mph. The next 
time I get pulled over by a 
cop and he asks me how fast I 
was going. I’m going to say, “I 
had 57 kilometres per hour in 
reserve ... You figure it out.” 

But I guess the most 
intriguing thing about Bond 
driving a 1933-ish 4-1/2-litre 
Bentley is that the English 
automaker never made a 
4-1/2-litre Bentley model after 
1931. Fleming continued the 
historical inaccuracy in the 
next novel. Live and Let Live, 
where he specifically refers to 
the car as a 1933 model. 

But to his credit, he cor¬ 
rected the error in the next 
novel, Moonraker, where 
Bond’s ride suddenly became 
a 1930 4-1/2-htre Bentley. 

And to tidy things up even a 
bit further, Fleming did the 
sensible thing during that

novel, and had the Bentley 
destroyed during a car chase 
sequence, so it could never be 
heard from again. 

For the record, I think 
that’s an area where film is so 
superior to literature as an art 


form. Whenever car chases 
and car crashes need to be 
conveyed, film always does 
that better, hands down. 

The 4-1/2-litre Bentley is an 
iconic automobile, famous for 
its pre-war racing successes 


at Brooklands and Le Mans 
at the hands of England’s 
famous Bentley Boys. 

“The supercharger by Am¬ 
herst Villiers,” which the nar¬ 
rator describes, makes Bond’s 
car even more special. Such 


a supercharged model came 
to be known as the Blower 
Bentley. (Blower is kind of 
slang for supercharger.) 

The most famous of the 
Bentley Boys, Henry Birken, 
wanted to supercharge the 
car to get more power for ra¬ 
cing, but W.O. Bentley didn’t. 
Although Bentley didn’t own 
the company anymore, he 
was still its chief engineer, 
and wouldn’t allow the en¬ 
gine to be modified to accept 
the supercharger. 

He did, however, acquiesce 
to its placement in front of 
the radiator grille, which 
ultimately gave the Blower 
Bentley its unique and in¬ 
stantly recognizable front-end 
look. 

Ultimately, the Blower 
Bentleys weren’t as successful 
racers as their naturally aspir¬ 
ated brethren, mostly because 
they weren’t as reliable. 

But, obviously, any Bentley 
4-1/2-litre is a veiy manly and 
high-end machine, and a per¬ 
fect fit for Special Agent 007. 

It’s also a perfect way 
to launch the intriguing 
relationships Bond has always 
had with great sporting cars.

Lamborghini hybrid bullish on power 

The phrases “plug-in hybrid” and “bone-crushing power” aren’t t)^ically found in the 
same sentence, notes website The Verge, but Lamborghini’s Asterion — which broke 
cover at the recent Paris Motor Show — could change that. With a 610-horsepower VIO 
engine derived from the Lamborghini Gallardo, paired with a 300-hp electric motor, the 
all-wheel-drive hybrid can be operated with the combined 910 horsepower, or be driven 
in pure electric mode, which delivers power to motors mounted in the front axle alone. 
With full power engaged, 100 km/h comes in three seconds, and top speed is about 320. 
In pure electric mode, the Asterion has a range of about 50 kilometres.

Nissan crosses a Leaf with a Frontier 
to make one really cool shop truck 

Engineers at Nissan’s Technical Centre in Stanfield, 
Ariz., have crossed the utility of a small pickup with a 
Leaf electric sedan to create an all-electric mini pickup 
that they use within the facility as a shop truck. Known 
in-house as Sparky, the one-of-a-kind project comes 
from the necessity-is-the-mother-of-invention school, 
says co-creator Roland Schellenberg, who needed a 
project for a team-building activity. They needed an 
in-house shop truck to drive around the 1,200-hectare 
facility, so with a Leaf sedan and the bed from a Fron¬ 
tier pickup, the team set out process of transformation.
